Video exposes 
illiteracy of 
college frosh 


Baby to ride pack up Alps 


MOSCOW (AP) — Some, freshmco at Washington 
State Uni-vcrsily or the University of Idaho will tell you 
World War I started In 1776, or perhaps 194'1. ' . 

Ask for tlic name of an author who wrote In a language’ 
other than English and some won’t answer, though a 
handful of others will guess ‘'Shakespeare?” or “Hem- 
ingway was French, wasn't he?” 

John Francis got those replies while filming his 
documentary, "Writes and' Wrongs” oh the U1 campus 
here and the WSU campus just across the slate line, in 
Pullman, Wash. 

The hour-long video' on the decline of literacy and 
educational standards, put togcthcr'by Francls -aftcr- 
several years of research, recently was accepted by the 
Public Broadcasting System’s Pacific Mo'untain Net- 
work for national distribution later this summer. 

The work wa^ funded by the Idaho Humanlllcs Council 
and the Washington Commission for the Humanities. 


Francis, who works In [lie communications depart- 
ment for the Ul’s College of Agriculture, said he got the 
idea for the project after talking with introductory 
English and history inslruclors at Ihe universities. 


"We agreed that some fairly basic questions about 
literature and history would bc the best indicator,” he' 
said. ”1 thought the questions would be too easy, but 
when I said that to teachers, they just laughed.” 

The surprising thing. Francis said, was that all ' 
freshmen students interviewed claimed they were frorn 
the lop half of their graduating class, many of them 
from the lop 10 percent. 

Francis said he doesn't blame teachers or the schools. 
No one. he said, can force kids to learn. 

Rather. "Writes and Wrongs” Indicts a web of societal 
forces, such as "mindless” television shows, -school 
overcrowding and a society that Francis says values 
learning for gain rather than for its own sake. 

In the video, former U1 English Professor Ken Harris 
says verbal culture Is something new for most beginning 
college students, and adds many students think reading 
is something they do only in school. 

Lyle Anderson, director of WSU’s Small Business 
Development Center, said he no longer can expect his 
' stuacntno~wrne~l simple, clear essay. “I’ll -nave to 
spend lime with my seniors going over what a verb is. or 
a verb form, or separating a noun.”

However girls often had delayed 
reactions lo the divorce; these ap- 
peared when they hit the mine-field 
of adolescence. In her lO-ycar 
follow-up study. Wallcrslcln found 
that out of 3A subjects, five had 
dropped out of high school — all of 
them girls. Of the 24 young women In 
the sample. 8 <33 percent) had got- 
ten pregnant out ot wedlock and four 
had had at least one abortion; two 
had'k>cond abortions. Sixteen had a 
history of mild delinquency (usually 
drinking or drug use).

PostaFQOveniors adopt code of ethics in wake of scandal

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
more than a year of Investigations 
that saw the vice chairman sentenc- 
ed to prison and the past chairman 
resign under a cloud, the Board of 
Governors of the U.S. Postal Service 
adopted a code of ethics on Tuesday. 
_nQVPrnmfnt rules nf othirs have 


always been applicable to board 
members, explained Postal Service 
General Counsel Louis Cox, but 
the vote created a •formal set q^t 
rules specifically tor thejgency_^ ~ 

The Postal Service has been 
writhing In a purchasing scandal for 
more than 14 months, and the In- 
vestigation by the Justice Depart- 
ment and Postal Inspection Service 
is continuing. 

During that probe, officials 

discovered that no formal code of 
ethics had ever been wrllcn for the 
governors, the-board In charge of 
operating the massive quasi- 

independent agency. 

So Cox was delegated to prepare a 
code of ethics, which was put to a 
Vote and unanimously approved. 

It contains no surprises, calling on 
board members to put moral prlnci- 
— plca.andJoyally_lo.coiJntry .ahead of 
•‘friends or party; to carry out their 
duties . efficiently: never to 

discriminate; to engage in no 
~buslness~wlth’ the government, to 
'expose corruption when discovered 
and In general to avoid any conflicts 
of Interest. , 

The adoption of-such rules would 
normally., generate \ little Interest, 
except that it comes In the wake of 
the Postal Service’s problems 
'centering on purchasing of 
automated mall sorting equipment.
